BARON FAVA'S RETURN.
THE ITALIAN MINISTER WARMLY
W ELCOMED BACK.

He Comes to Cement the Friendship
Betweon Italy and the United States—
Ho Hopes the New Orleans Aflair Will
Be Entirely Forgotten,

NEW Yorg, May 15 —[Special. ]—Baron
Savoya Fava, the Italian Minister to the
United States, arrived this morning upon
the steamship La G e. He was met
by a large delegation of fellow-countrymen,
who chartered o steamer and went down the
bay to welcome the Baron baok.

It had been the intention of the cormmittes

to take the Baron off La Gascogne, but the

crowd of excited Italians on the excursion
boat all insisted on standing on one side of
the boat, 50 that she careened in & way that
would have made 1t dangerous to go along-

g'de. S0 the big ship did not stop, but went
right to her dock, with the smal t puff-
ing slong behind, At the dook a detach-

ment of Itallan militiamen formed a double
line from thelr boat to the steamer's fl.ll.l-
k, and_awaited the appearance of the
Infater. Presently he appeared, escorted
by the Chevailer Barsotti and Mr. Baratont.

Fuva." Captain Scoperi sto up
to him and, after saluting, took the ron's
arm and led him through the double line of
soldlers to the excursion steamer, which was
at oneco headsd up the Hudson.

It his always been fair to the Itnlians, and I
shall never forget that it was one of the first
to recognize unived Itly.”

Later he sald toa reporter: *“I hope that
the Americans aa wellas the Italians will
forget tho affair of New Orleans and lot by-
gones be bygonea. I return to cement and
inerease the friendship which already ex-
ists between the rwo countries,”

He said Italy's position in the Sen
controversy wouid not be affected by the
unpleasantness whieh had ocecurred, and
that [talinns were greatly interested in the
coming World's Falrat . Ho said he
had no doubt Italy would send & large exhi-
bition In 1R53.

He Iprnmtca!ly admitted that he had been
recallad to Italy by Minister Rudini at the
time of the New Orloans riots, and that he
had not left \'Fnahl.ngbwn of his own volltion.
He would not deny that he was the bearer
of lmgqmnt letters from King Humbert to
President Harrlson,

HELD UP AND ROBBED.

Two Highwaymen Get $20,000 From
a California Stage Coach.

THE BRAVE DRIVER SHOT DEAD,

After Wounding One of the Robbers So
Badly That He Is Captured.

CLINAX OF A SERIES OF SUCH CRIMES

[=PFCrAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOM.)
BAax Fraxcisco, May 16, —Details of the
stage robbery last night near Redding, Cal.,
show that it was one of the most daring and
cold-blooded orlmes in the history of the
State, and, following bard upon the two
other similar orlmes, it has roused great ex-
citement among officials of Wells, Fargo &
Co. Thres stages attacked, two persons
killed, four wounded, the express company's
treasure boxes secured twice, once with
booty valued at §20,000, is a startling record
made by highwaymen within 250 miles of
San Francisco in two weeks
A fortoight ago yesterday asingle masked
bandit stopped the San Andreas stage, be-
tween that town and Sheep ranch, fired his
gun without werning st the driver, Babe
Raggio, severely wounding the latter and
killing Johanna Rodesind, alady passenger,
He then fled without attempting to secure
any booty, and is still at large.

Four days ago the Redding and Weaver.
ville stage was suocessfully held up by two
masked men who secured Wells, Fargo &
Co.’s box without resorting to fire arms or
other viclence. They are yet to be captured.
Last night the Redding stage wes again held
up, presumsbly by the same two men who
were so successful Tuesday, snd thew
secured fully $20,000 in bullion, besides kill-
ing the express messenger and wounding
two men.

A Favorite Polnt of Attack.

The stage road from Redding to Weaver-
ville has always been a favorite plsce for
highwaymen to operate, Last year a gang
of three men robbed stazes on this line
three times in succession and escaped for
severil months, but woere flnally run down,
one killed and two sent to State prison for
life. The stage last evening was carrying a
large treasnre from Redding to Wenverville,
in a nelghboring county. Therefore Ex-
Messonger Buck Montgomery was on board,
but he allowed a nger named Sohr to
occupy the box seat near the driver, while
he a inside,

John Boyce, the driver, was urging his
team up towanrd the summit of a lung grade
five milos from liad.dlnq. when a highway-
man with a mask gota drop on him, orderecd
the team halted, and commanded the II,‘“.

THE PEESENT RIVER AND HARBOR
ACT ENOCKED OUT.

Cnited States District Judge Sags at Cincin-
natl Decides the Aot Unconstltutional
In 8o Fur as It Confers Judicial Fowers
on the Sroretary of War.

CINCINNATI, May 10.—Judge Sage, of
the United States Distriot Court, yesterday
rendered a decision in the case of the United
States against the Commissioners of Mus-
kingum county. The declsion declares
thnt the river and harbor act of Congress is
unconstitutionnl so far as it gives the Secre-
tary of War judicfal powers,

The case grew out of an order from the
Secretary of War, whbo (furnished the
Muskingum County Commissioners plans
and specifications for construoting a span
for a bridge near Zanesville. The bridge
was built at the expense of the State, but as
it interfered with navigation the Commlis-
sloners were instructed by the Secretary of
War to construct n epan. The Commis-
sloners demurred, saying that the strueture
win huiit at the State’s expense, and as the
C 1ssi % had no ¥ for improving
the bridge they would have to secure the
fume through a special nct of the State Leg-
isluture. The work was not done, and
Asslstant United States Distriet Attorney
Hooper, of this olty, was instructed to file
eriminal proceedings against the Commis-
sloners, ;,’t‘ho case resulted in a verdiet for
the Government, and a motion fora new
trinl was filed.

Judge Sage set aslde the verdiet for two
reasona. First, the Commissioners did not
appeal or at least were notgiven time for
appealing to the State for funds. They were
nnt glven time to make alterations, The
Jeglsluture conld not gee ether and
authorize the appro tion of funds, The
Judge also held that the river and harbor
act conferred upon the Secretary of War
Judiolal powers. Those powers are declared

tutional, on the ground that they
are really vested in ress. The onse
will be appealed to the United States Clreult
Court of Appeals, and will be made n test
case.
